WASHINGTON im — Japanese 
Foreign Minister Mamoru Shige- 
mitsu said today the time has come 
for America and Japan to “review 
our defense relationship and put it 
on a solid partnership basis.” 
Shigemitsu said that under the

Ike Again

By Truman 


Declares He's Using 
Power Of His Office 
To Aid Big Business 


MACKINAC ISLAND. Mich. 
— 
Harry S. Truman said Monday 
night the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion is using the power of the 
executive branch of the govern­ 
ment to “undermine” the law of 
the country “in the interest of big 
business.” 
But, he said, the “people will 
win their government back from 
the forces of special privilege.” 
In a “ give-’em-hell” speech be­ 
fore 800 Michigan Democrats, the 
former President accused the ad­ 
ministration of “ subverting the 
laws it is sworn to execute faith­ 
fully” ; 
charged it pursued “ in 
stealth and secrecy” a plan to de­ 
stroy the Tennessee Valley Author­ 
ity; 
and 
chided 
it 
with 
fail­ 
ing to balance the budget. 
His speech, the second major one 
in three days, climaxed the three- 
day meeting of the Michigan Dem­ 
ocratic Conference. 
In reply to Truman’s previous 
criticisms, President Eisenhower’s 
press secretary Jam es C. Hagerty 
said 
in

that 
“with the exception of a few parti­ 
sans, I don’t believe anybody pays 
any attention” to what Truman 
says. 
In a speech at French Lick, Ind., 
Saturday Truman accused the ad­ 
ministration of “misrepresentation 
and demagoguery.” Then in a news 
conference here yesterday he said 
the Republican regime has fallen 
“ IOO per cent under the domina­ 
tion of big business.” 
Truman in his latest attack de­ 
scribed the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission as “ a prime 
example” of regulatory commis­ 
sions “packed as never before with 
people who came from the ranks 
of the industries they are supposed 
to regulate.” 
He said Republican appointees to 
the

Labor 
Relations 
Board have “reversed a number of 
settled interpretations of the law to 
the disadvantage of labor.” 
“The secretary of agriculture, 
he said, “campaigns against the 
programs he is supposed to admin­ 
ister—and then uses their failure 
to argue that support prices ought 
to be lowered.” 
Truman said he thought the rec 
ord would show “ that this sanc­ 
timonious administration is having 
its own troubles with corruption,” 
which he said was the “deliberate 
use of the power of the executive 
branch to undermine the laws it 
is sworn to execute faithfully so 
that their benefits flow to the privi­ 
leged few instead of to all our 
citizens.”

Expected In Ohio 
Over Labor Day 
COLUMBUS, Ohio Of)—The Ohio 
Department of Highway Safety to­ 
day estimated about 20 people will 
die in traffic accidents in Ohio dur­ 
ing the four-day Labor Day holiday 
weekend. 
Accidents will cause an economic 
loss of more than 2*4 million dol­ 
lars, says Director U. C. Felty. 
Until all drivers accept their 
full responsibility we might just 
as well face the facts,” said Felty. 
He added that records of his de­ 
partm ent show that the economic 
loss alone over the four-day Labor 
Day weekend in 1954 was $2,600,000, 
including $374,000 in property dam­ 
age. The property damage is com­ 
puted from reports made by per­ 
sons involved in accidents in which 
there was more than $100 in prop­ 
erty damage or a death or injury.

True, he denounced the Republi­ 
cans and took some cracks at 
Eisenhower. But he spoke in gener­ 
alities 
and didn’t back up his 
charges with chapter and verse. 
His attack on Eisenhower may 
have been a surprise to many but 
here in Washington it was no secret 
his relations with Eisenhower are 
cool. Those who know Truman in­ 
dicate he is deeply displeased that 
Eisenhower isn’t warmer toward 
him. 
In last night’s speech in Michi­ 
gan Truman had more of the old 
fire. He accused the Republicans 
of try ing to destroy the work of 
the New Deal and “ Fair Deal,” 
and he banged away on a theme 
which the Democrats will probably 
make one of their major points. 
Truman scored the Republicans 
as the angels of big business. But 
there wasn’t any thing novel in that 
D e m o c r a t i c view of the Re­ 
publicans.

President Truman, one off the most 
fiery campaigners in the history of 
American politics, is slowing up. 
Not by choice, though. 
Apparently his age — he’s 71 — 
and his health are finally saying to 
him: “Whoa.” 
Only 13 days ago Truman said 
he felt in “ tip-top” shape and fully 
recovered from his m ajor opera­ 
tion last year. He was anxious to 
get started on a series of give-’em- 
hell speeches against the Republi­ 
cans this month and next—a kind 
of warmup for next year’s presi­ 
dential campaign when he hoped 
to help the Democrats throw the 
Republicans out. 
And he did get started. He made 
a speech in Indiana Saturday and 
another in Michigan last night. But 
he had to cancel two speeches 
scheduled for California in Septem­ 
ber. 
He said he called off the West 
Coast trip on the advice of his 
physician and the ' ‘prodding” of 
his wife. But he seemed in the best 
of spirits when he told newsmen:

He 
indicated the long journey to the 
Coast might be too taxing; although

His attack on Eisenhower may 
have been a surprise to many but 
here in Washington it was no secret 
his relations with Eisenhower are 
cool. Those who know Truman in­ 
dicate he is deeply displeased th a t’ 
Eisenhower isn’t warmer toward 
him. 
In last night’s speech in Michi­ 
gan Truman had more of the old 
fire. He accused the Republicans) 
of trying to destroy the work of 
the New Deal and “ Fair Deal,” 
and he banged away on a theme 
which the Democrats will probably 
make one of their major points. 
Truman scored the Republicans 
as the angels of big business. But 
there wasn’t anything novel in that 
D e m o c r a t i c view of the Re­ 
publicans.

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T How Blessed Is The Peacemaker? 
The difference between the peace outlined by 
Secreatary of State Dulles for acceptance by 
Israel and its surrounding Arab states and the 
armistice won by Rali* J. Bunche as United 
Nations mediator early in 1949 is enforcement. 
Dr. Bunche was a peacemaker 
without 
a 
gun, which made his accomplishment more 
brilliant than it would have been otherwise. 
But the deterioration of the armistice he 
brought to the Holy Land now has advanced 
to a stage where sniping is threatening to get 
out of hand. The United States, which cannot 
afford to let strife in the Holy Land threaten 
its interests without trying to pacify the com­ 
batants, now has given notice of a new at­ 
tempt to quiet warring Jews and Arabs. 
By guaranteeing the borders and the rights 
of each side, the United States would bring 
to peacemaking in the Holy Land what has 
been missing since the British withdrew in 
1948 — outside force. The British withdrew 
because they despaired of peacemaking be­ 
tween .Jews and Arabs and were sick of the 
role of peacemaker. They were tired of keep­ 
ing garrisons in places where British influence 
was resented. 
Yet the United States would be committed 
to do this under the plan proposed by Sec­ 
retary Dulles. It would add one more place 
to its roster of outposts manned by Americans 
likely to be shot any minute by local trigger- 
men who want the “Yankees’* to go home so 
they can shoot one another without interfer­ 
ence. 
Would it be expecting too much to hope this 
time it might be^ made clear in advance that 
the Yankees will withdraw at the first sign of 
a revival of gun fever, if the Dulles plan is 
accepted by both sides? 


Doing The Best He Can 
Harry Truman is a staunch party man; there 
can be no quarrel about that. He was given 
the Democratic vice-presidential nomination in 
1944 to make sure the presidency would fall 
into the hands of a staunch party man when 
Franklin Roosevelt died. Being staunch has 
been his career, 
Truman never shirked his responsitalities as 
a wheelhorse. Like him or not as a symbol 
of government, no Democrat of his day has 
worked harder in behalf of the party organiza­ 
tion. At the moment, no one is working harder 
with less to gain than the man who was tapped 
for the presidential responsibility in 1944 and 
now is out of the running for public office. 
He has taken on his shoulders the heavy re­ 
sponsibility of trying to make an issue about 
the Eisenhower administration. It is a thankless 
job. But by being willing to work at it, Truman 
is sparing Democrats who may be in line for 
party nominations next year from bearing 
themselves out a year in advance. 
Iliere is no issue about the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration, as Truman well knows. It is his 
job to pretend there is, in order to keep the 
stump warmed up for the presidential hopefuls 
when they are ready to take over in 1956. He 
is being a wheelhorse—an organization man— 
a Democrats* Democrat. 
He is being what he never has pretended he 
isn’t—a man Vho likes the two-party system 
and believes in working at it.

But we hope 
somebody is urging her to concentrate on sim­ 
ple w'ords like “enough,” “Plenty,” “stop” and 
“horsesense.” . . . There is no telling the ef­ 
fect on the kids of America, already pretty 
money-mad. if a child with $16,000 in hand for 
a few minutes work, goes for double or (almost) 
nothing with the chance-taking abandon of a 
Mississippi River gambler. . , . (Take toe 
sixteen grand, Gloria, in the interest of other 
kids and of all education board members, the 
latter of whom can be terribly hurt by the 
realization that correct spelling is of any im­ 
portance and can perhaps even be profitable 
to the young.)

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How Blessed Is The Peacemaker? 


The difference between the peace outlined by 
Secreatary of State Dulles for acceptance by 
Israel and its surrounding Arab states and the 
armistice won by Ralph J. Bunche as United 
Nations mediator early in 1949 is enforcement. 
Dr. Bunche was a peacemaker 
without 
a 
gun, which made his 
accomplishment more 
brilliant than it would have been otherwise. 
But the deterioration of the armistice he 
brought to the Holy Land now has advanced 
to a stage where sniping is threatening to get 
out of hand. The United States, which cannot 
afford to let strife in the Holy Land threaten 
its interests without trying to pacify the com­ 
batants, now has given notice of a new at­ 
tempt to quiet warring Jews and Arabs. 
By guaranteeing the borders and the right* 
of each side, the United States would bring 
to peacemaking in the Holy Land what has 
been missing since the British withdrew in 
1948 — outside force. The British withdrew 
because they despaired of peacemaking be­ 
tween Jews and Arabs and were sick of the 
role of peacemaker. They were tired of keep­ 
ing garrisons in places where British influence 
was resented. 
Yet the United States would be committed 
to do this under the plan proposed by Sec­ 
retary Dulles. It would add one more place 
to its roster of outposts manned by Americans 
likely to be shot any minute by local trigger- 
men who want the '‘Yankees’* to go home so 
they can shoot one another without interfer­ 
ence. 
Would it be expecting too much to hope this 
time it might be made clear in advance that 
the Yankees will withdraw at the first sign of 
a revival of gun fever, if the Dulles plan is 
accepted by both sides?

Tax-Free Study Offers One-Sided Report 


Doing The Best He Can 


Harry Truman is a staunch party man; there 
can be no quarrel about that. He was given 
the Democratic vice-presidential nomination in 
1944 to make sure the presidency would fall 
into the hands of a staunch party man when 
Franklin Roosevelt died. Being staunch has 
been his career. 
Truman never shirked his responsibilities as 
a wheelhorse. Like him or not as a symbol 
of government, no Democrat of his day has 
worked harder in behalf of the party organiza­ 
tion. At the moment, no one is working harder 
with less to gain than the man who was tapped 
for the presidential responsibility in 1944 and 
now is out of the running for public office. 
He has taken on his shoulders the heavy re­ 
sponsibility of trying to make an issue about 
the Eisenhower administration.

Justice Isn't That Blind 


Labor organizations have moved closer to die 
day when their practices will have caused so 
much ill will they will be regulated by the 
same anti-monopoly laws that already protect 
the public against combines in business. 
The National Laljor Relations Board has split 
hairs in a 3-2 decision to rule that a union is 
not subject to the same rules enforced against 
other employers. Unions can bulldoze their own 
employes any way they please, the ruling says 
in effect, because as non-profit organizations 
they are not under the jurisdiction of NLRB 
and their employes consequently have no pro­ 
tection. 
Neither are unions under the jurisdiction of 
the anti-trust division of the Department of Jus­ 
tice — and for the same reason. Nor are they 
under the jurisdiction of the Internal Revenue 
Service in tax m atters — also for the same 
reason. 
This made sense when unions were small and 
weak. But it is making less and less sense as 
unions uexpand into multi-million-dollar com­ 
binations exercising monopoly power, owning 
vast holdings in real estate, demanding a voice 
in management, controlling the nation’s econ­ 
omy, swinging tremendous weight in politics — 
yet continuing to demand privileges long ago 
denied to combinations that might act in re­ 
straint of trade or contrary to the public in­ 
terest.

Nobody can object to any group 
fighting for civil liberties of vari­ 
ous kinds and a great many organ­ 
izations exist for such purposes in 
the United States, as, for instance, 
the American Civil Liberties Un­ 
ion, the Anti-Defamation League, 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
etc., etc. 


THESE ORGANIZATIONS have 
been Jong in existence and, pre­ 
ferred or opposed, they are well­ 
known and understood. 
The difference between t h e s e 
bodies and The Fund for the Re­ 
public, which the Ford Foundation 
established, is that whereas all the 
others are voluntary organizations 
of citizens who believe in a cause 
and set themselves up to fight for 
it and are subject to the criticism 
of their members and the with­ 
holding of support, The Fund for 
the Republic, on the other hand, 
consists of trustees and a hired of­ 
fice staff who are subject to no 
control, have no members, and 
have an enormous treasury which 
is income-tax free. 
The actual manager of this oper­ 
ation is a former newspaper man, 
W. H. Ferry, familiary known as 
“Ping” Ferry.

THEN KROLL hit the President 
with this:

“Lenin found it out in Russia, 
Mussolini in Italy and Hitler in 
Germany . . .*’ 
This was the first of many such 
talks to come. The big guns, such 
as Walter Reuther, will soon be 
ready to move up. 
In Washington. White H o u s e 
strategists realize that their two- 
and-a-half-year effort to woo labor 
has 
failed. 
They 
have 
named 
scores of labor men to important 
positions. Reuther’s own staffers 
are running important government 
posts in embassies from Paris to 
Pakistan. 


UNKNOWN TO THE REST of 
the country, this White House pol- . 
icy has caused a sharp behind-the- 
scenes battle between the AFL and 
CIO. 
I have seen documents proving 
that AFL leaders were chagrined, 
to put it mildly, at the number of 
CIO appointments to our foreign 
services. In many embassies the 
ambassador

consulted CIO people. They were 
also placed on domestic advisory 
boards. 
Every effort was made by the 
White House staff to give CIO full 
representation and thus avoid the 
criticism that the administration 
was discriminating against CIO.

now, philanthropic 
foundations 
have 
not 
engaged 
openly in propaganda on political 
issues nor have they boldly an­ 
nounced that they are going to do 
so. 
Legally they have the right to 
espouse almost any cause and it 
certainly would seem logical that 
15 million dollars of private funds 
would be forthcoming from some­ 
where else soon to 
uphold 
the 
cause of relentless opposition to 
the growth and spread of com­ 
munism inside this country. 


THE F O R D FOUNDATION 
gave 15 million to the so-called 
Fund for the Republic and 
the 
first available report on 
what’s 
going on, recently issued by the 
head of the fund, does not hesi­ 
tate to exude a political 
flavor 
and to reveal the biased program 
of objectives in the various studies 
being financed. The report says: 
“ Many public actions have been 
taken and many political reputa­ 
tions have been built on assump­ 
tions about what the Communists 
in the United States have been 
able to accomplish and what they 
are doing at the present time. It 
has seemed useful to make some 
effort to discover whether or not 
these 
assumptions 
a r a 
well­ 
founded. 
The 
fund 
has 
made 
an ap­ 
propriation to enable Prof. Clin­ 
ton Rossiter of Cornell University 
to carry out a definitive study of 
what the Communist party 
has 
amounted to and what it amounts 
to now.” 
This particular project thus far 
has been awarded about $285,000 
but the Congress of the United 
States and the Federal Bureau of 
investigation 
have 
spent 
many 
millions of dollars on that sub­ 
ject already. 


IT TAKES, HOWEVER, only a 
small amount of money to issue 
and get publicity for a report that 
seeks to discredit the anti-Com- 
munist inquiries and findings of 
the past by Congress. The Fund 
for the Republic repor* says: 
“The accepted view 
of 
Com­ 
munist 
activity 
in 
the 
United 
States rests in large part on evi­ 
dence given in various contexts by 
a small 
number 
of 
witnesses. 
There has never been a sustained 


and rigorous analysis of the sum 
total of this material . . 
Yet committees of Congress and 
the reports of the director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
on this very subject have been 
issued yearly for more than two 
decades. 
Only last year the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee issued 
a document giving a digest of all 
the laws and regulations govern­ 
ing the internal security program. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the com­ 
mittee wrote in a preface to it: 
“ An 
impartial 
observer 
will 
note, 
too, 
that 
the 
effort 
to 
strengthen our 
internal 
security 
laws has also been subject very 
often to ridicule as constituting a 
‘mountain out of a mole hill’ and 
as allegedly too ‘costly’ 
to 
be 
justified. 
“ However, a look 
at modern 
history will show how a 
single 
spy, or dangerous dupe, e.g. 
a 
single traitor like Klaus 
Fuchs, 
can virtually 
change 
an entire 
pattern . . . in history by his serv­ 
ice to the cause of international 
communism.” 


REJECTING 
THE 
THEORY 
that the quantity of members of 
the Communist party or the num­ 
ber of witnesses before commit­ 
tees is a measure of the extent 
of the treason that the Commu­ 
nists encourage, the Congress of 
the United States just a year ago 
by 
overwhelming vote 
of both 
Democrats and Republicans wrote 
into the laws of the land the fol­ 
lowing declaration: 
“The Congress hereby finds and 
declares 
that 
the 
Communist 
party of the United States, 
al­ 
though 
purportedly 
a 
political 
party, is in fact an instrumentali­ 
ty of a conspiracy to overthrow 
the 
government of the United 
States. It constitutes an authori­ 
tarian dictatorship within the re­ 
public, demanding for itself the 
rights and privileges accorded to 


political parties, but denying to all 
others the liberties guaranteed by 
the Constitution. . . . 
“The Communist party is rela­ 
tively small numerically and gives 
scant indication of capacity ever 
to attain its end by lawful political 
means. The peril inherent in its 
operations 
arises 
not from its 
numbers, but from its failure to 
acknowledge any limitation as to 
the nature of its activities, and 
its dedication to the proposition 
that 
the 
present 
constitutional 
government of the United States 
ultimately must be 
brought 
to 
ruin by any available means, in­ 
cluding resort to force and vio­ 
lence. 
“Holding that doctrine, its role 
as the agency of the hostile for­ 
eign power renders its existence 
a clear and present and continu­ 
ing danger to the security of the 
United States. It is 
the 
means 
whereby individuals are seduced 
into the service of the world com­ 
munist movement, trained to do 
its bidding, and directed and con­ 
trolled in the conspiratorial per­ 
formance of 
their revolutionary 
services. Therefore the 
Commu­ 
nist party should be outlawed.” 


BUT THE SO-CALLED 
Fund 
for the Republic with its 15 mil­ 
lion dollars apparently is to try 
to prove by its studies that the 
American people are “remarkably 
intolerant of minority views” and 
that “ a political party” in 
this 
country has merely been “identi­ 
fied with the ‘enemy.* ” 
The word “enemy” is given in 
quotation marks in 
the 
report. 
Nowhere in it is there any state­ 
ment 
t h a t 
incontrovertible 
evidence has been presented 
to 
Congress and the courts showing 
how a conspiracy, financed and 
directed 
by 
a foreign 
govern­ 
ment, has set up a political party 
as a front in America which has 
actually been used for treasona­ 
ble purposes.

Now that the exchange of agri­ 
cultural delegations between

The members of the U.S. grckip 
that visited Russia, on the other 
hand, 
were practicing farmers. 
The few 
wrho weren’t farmers 
were included because they had 
special knowledge and interest in 
agricultural problems. 
But 
they 
were not officials of the govern­ 
ment, either. 
The makeup of the American 
delegation was a tremendous testi­ 
mony to the status that has been 
attained by farmers in the United 
States, who are capable of speak­ 
ing and acting for themselves. 
Although they are affected 
in 
many ways by government plan­ 
ning, they are not subservient to 
the government planners. They 
are individualists who have risen 
by their own efforts above 
the 
peasant status that has been the 
traditional curse of agriculture.

LITTLE GLORIA ILAS stunned America as a 
child who spells so well you would think she 
had NEVER been to school at all 
in 
this 
country. . . . She is up to $16,000 on the quiz 
show and can go for $32,000 . . . But we hope 
somebody is urging her to concentrate on sim­ 
ple words like “enough.” “ Plenty,” “ stop” and 
“horsesense.” . . . There is no telling the ef­ 
fect on the kids of America, already pretty 
money-mad. if a child with $16,000 in hand for 
a few minutes work, goes for double or (almost) 
nothing with the chance-taking abandon of a 
Mississippi River gambler. . . . (Take the 
sixteen grand. Gloria, in the interest of other 
kids and of all education board members, the 
latter of whom can be terribly hurt by the 
realization that correct spelling is of any im­ 
portance and can perhaps even be profitable 
to the young.) 


WHAT EDUCATORS FEAR, perhaps. Is the 
national presentation of a schoolchild who can­ 
not only spell well but WRITE. The record for 
turning out kids who can’t wTite a decent 
hand has reached new highs in American 
schools during the past couple of decades, and 
there are plenty of teachers who don’t want 
it smashed now. Suppose a jackpot program 
should dig up a boy or girl (even one between 
the ages of fifteen and twenty) who wrote 
LEGIBLY! ! ! ! It would undo everything our 
modern system of education has been doing for 
ever so long. This could lead to an airwave 
appearance of a college freshman who could 
write a letter in which not more than thirty 
per cent of the words were misspelled and only 
half the sentences too scrawled for interpreta­ 
tion. (Where would our modern gram m ar and 
high school educational system be THEN?) 


LIVING COSTS UP AGAIN — headline. Now 
at a level where a fellow has to have his 
salary doubled in order to live half as well 
as he did when he got a quarter as much. 
There is cause for some thankfulness in the 
fact the Russians completed their inspection 
of American farms without shooting down any 
haywagon for not properly identifying itself.

What a relief he is from the great 
army of crash gagsters who run many quiz 
shows! . . . He insults nobody for an easy 
laugh, shows no impulse to embarrass a guest 
for a few cheap giggles and behaves as if he 
had enjoyed a good bringing up. . . . (But 
maybe he violates the cardinal rules of the 
Quiz Show Masters of Ceremonies League and 
will be fined and suspended for good manners, 
general decency and a kindly attitude toward 
the guests.)

Education and Blair E. Fergusc» 
of the Blackhawk Rd. 
Ferguson, who told the board he 
hauls school children in Beav er 
Fails, Rochester and Freedom, will 
operate three buses at a cost of 
$19 .9 4 each daily. 
The contract is expected to cost 
the board about $6,000 for t h e 
term . 
Ferguson’s bid prov ides for three 
buses at $1,19 6 a month, or $10,- 
764 for the nyie months of the 
school year. 
The only other bid was receiv ed 
from the Hineman Brothers 
of 
Beav er, who asked $26.67 a day 
for each of three buss. 
Under a plan suggested by Supt. 
Ralph Jewell, students will pur­ 
chase a perforated strip of 10 tick­ 
ets — a week’s sui^ly — for $1.

275 Students From 
Housing Area To Pay 
IO Cents Per Ride 


Midland Heights students w i l l 
pay IO cents a trip for transporta­ 
tion to the Midland public schools 
during the 1955-56 term as the re­ 
sult of an agreement reached Mon­ 
day night between the Board of 
Education and Blair E. Ferguson 
of the Blackhawk Rd. 
Ferguson, who told the board he 
hauls school children in Beaver 
Falls, Rochester and Freedom, will 
operate three buses at a cost of 
$19.94 each daily. 
The contract is expected to cost 
the board about $6,000 for t h e 
term. 
Ferguson’s bid provides for three 
buses at $1,196 a month, or $10,- 
764 for the nyie months of the 
school year. 
The only other bid was received 
from the 
Hineman Brothers 
of 
Beaver, who asked $26.67 a day 
for each of three buss. 
Under a plan suggested by Supt. 
Ralph Jewell, students will pur­ 
chase a perforated strip of IO tick­ 
ets — a week’s supply — for $1. 
The fare will be an increase of 
lVi cents over that charged by 
the Doty - Pierce Bus Co., which 
provided transportation 
for 
stu­ 
dents living in the housing project 
in recent years. 
Frank Doty charged $1 for 12 
tickets, but also picked up other 
passengers. He suspended opera­ 
tions in May, several days before 
school closed. 
Doty and Midland Heights resi­ 
dents were involved in a running 
disagreement for several years. He 
had operated buses between Mid­ 
land and Midland Heights, O h i o- 
ville and Fairview since 1942. 
Doty had no contract with the 
schools, so the board has not con­ 
tributed to transportation costs in 
the past. 
Jewell told members to compute 
the cost to the board in terms of 
$10,764 (the 
total cost) 
“ minus 
whatever we collect from the stu­ 
dents.’’ 
The board expects to pay at least 
50 per cent of the cost, but Jewell 
pointed out that the percentage will 
increase with each student t h a t 
does not ride the buses. 
“ We will pay the full cost whe­ 
ther the buses are filled to capaci­ 
ty or not,’’ he declared. 
About 275 Midland Heights stu­ 
dents are expected to attend Mid­ 
land schools this year.

7 States Condemn 
Plans For Amending 
Reciprocity Setup 


CHICAGO 
UH—Ohio

dealt a setback in its plans to have 
other states amend portions of rec­ 
iprocity agreement* dealing with 
axle-mile taxes. 
i 
Motor vehicle licensing officials 
from seven states yesterday con­ 
demned the move. 
The action was taken in a resol­ 
ution passed 7-1 by district 3 of 
the American Automobile and Mo­ 
tor Vehicle Administrators. The 
district represents 12 states and 
the province of Alberta, Canada. 
Nine states were represented at 
yesterday’s meeting. 
The resolution urged that the 
states represented take no action, 
on the requested amendments un­ 
less Ohio revokes its notice to can­ 
cel reciprocity agreements. O h i o 
told 20 reciprocating states on Aug. 
it would cancel the agreements 
in 
30 
days 
unless 
they 
were 
amended. 
Voting for the resolution were 
representatives of Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Iowa, Nebraska, Minne­ 
sota 
and 
Wisconsin. 
Missouri’s 
delegate did not vote. The Ohio 
representative, Robert L. Moulton, 
state utilities commission chair­ 
man, voted against the resolution. 
Kansas, 
North 
Dakota, 
South 
Dakota and Alberta were not repre­ 
sented. 
The reciprocity agreements pro­ 
vide that each state signing the 
pact will accord the other’s motor 
vehicle owners special tax exemp­ 
tions. Without such agreements, a 
trucker or tourist traveling by auto 
outside his home state could be 
forced to pay the full vehicle li­ 
cense fee in any state he visits. 
Ohio’s reciprocity board took ac­ 
tion to h a v e the agreements 
amended when the state supreme 
court ruled the Ohio axle-mile tax 
was covered by the pacts. T h e 
court ordered Ohio to refund more 
than one million dollars in axle 
tax assessments to Michigan truck­ 
ers. 
State tax officials said this meant 
Ohio would have to cancel more 
than two million dollars in assess 
ments Michigan truckers refused 
to pay. They also forecast the 
“doom” of the axle tax, saying 
Ohio would lose millions more from 
other states with which it had rec­ 
iprocity agreements. 
The tax is a levy for use of Ohio 
highways and ranges from one-half 
to 2Vt cents a mile on trucks with 
more than two axles. 
Lee Richardson and T. H. Van 
Lopack, Michigan representatives 
at yesterday’s meeting, proposed 
the resolution condemning Ohio’s 
amendment plan. 
Nebraska’s delegate. Dale Rog 
ers, told newsmen that “if the 
agreement between Nebraska and. 
Ohio is rescinded, there will not 
be another agreement.’’ 
William B. Westbrook, Illinois 
reciprocity board chairman, said 
if Ohio’s agreement with his state 
is terminated, ‘‘no vehicle owned 
by an Ohio resident—passenger or 
truck—would be allowed to enter 
Illinois without paying the Illinois 
annual license fee.” 
Passenger car license fees in Illi­ 
nois range from $10.50 to $22 de­ 
pending on horsepower; truck fees 
are much higher. The fee for a 
41,000-pound truck is $640. 
Ohio’s Gov. Frank J. Lausche 
has said the proposed amendments 
would have no effect on passenger 
cars from reciprocating states.

Fifty years ago today the name 
Cobb aw>eared in a ^ x score for 
the first time. It ap p eared in 3,0^ 
more box scores before it v anished 
24 years later. 
Brilliant and unorthodox, a fiery 
genius and the game’s outstanding 
indiv iduaUst, Cobb made baseball 
history for more than two decades. 
He dominated the game. 
He gained p re-eminence not be­ 
cause he was the fastest base run­ 
ner, nor the best base stealer, nor 
the fleetest fielder, nor the leading 
hitter but because he had the 
nimblest brain that baseball has 
known. 
He had the ability to p erceiv e 
a situation and take adv antage of 
it before his op p onents became 
aware of it. He was a keener 
student of the game than his con­ 
temp oraries and understood the 
game better than they did. More 
than that, he understood them bet­ 
ter than they understood them­ 
selv es. He knew their mechanical 
faults and weaknesses but he also 
knew their strength. 
He was baseball’s greatest p lay­ 
er because he out-thought them, 
kep t a p lay ahead of them. He 
was not the greatest fielder, since 
there were sev eral better. He was 
not the greatest p lace hitter since 
Wee Willie Keeler was admitedly 
better. He was not the greatest 
slugger since a dozen or more 
p layers could hit the ball farther. 
He was not the fastest man in the 
game since sev eral others were 
just as fast and a few p robably 
faster. 
His wide edge o ^ r the field was 
mental. He thought quicker than 
any riv al and he p ut his mechani­ 
cal skill to better use than they 
did. Many of his hits were at­ 
tributed to sup erior sp eed 
the 
exp lanation does not cause fielders 
to ov erhurry the way Cobb did. 
They did not up set infields the 
way Cobb did. 
In running bases, Cobb’s light­ 
ning brain worked faster than his 
legs. Branch* Rickey,'w ho man­ 
aged the St. Louis Browns when 
Cobb was at ^ e p eak of his career, 
commented cme day: 
“He has brains in his feet. 
He continually crossed up in­ 
fielders. He would break unex­ 
p ectedly and fail to break when 
they exp ected him to run 
Ev ery mov e he made was care- 
fullv p lanned. Going into a base 
he knew what the infielder would 
do. He dev elop ed different sUdes 
including the hook, the fallaway 
and fadeaway. 
He was not a natural hitter when 
he entered organized baseball and 
he could not get a Icwid foul off 
a lefthander. By the time he be­ 
came established as the league s 
top p layer he could hit lefthanders 
better than righthanders.

He gained pre-eminence not be­ 
cause he was the fastest base run­ 
ner, nor the best base stealer, nor 
the fleetest fielder, nor the leading 
hitter but because he had the 
nimblest brain that baseball has 
known.

He was a keener 
student of the game than his con­ 
temporaries and understood the 
game better than they did. More 
than that, he understood them bet­ 
ter than they understood them­ 
selves. He knew their mechanical 
faults and weaknesses but he also 
knew their strength. 
He was baseball’s greatest play 
er because he out-thought them, 
kept a play ahead of them. He 
was not the greatest fielder, since 
there were several better. He was 
not the greatest place hitter since 
Wee Willie Keeler was admitedly 
better. He was not the greatest 
slugger since a dozen or more 
players could hit the ball farther. 
He was not the fastest man in the 
game since several others were 
just as fast and a few probably 
faster. 
His wide edge o#er the field was 
mental. He thought quicker than 
any rival and he put his mechani­ 
cal skill to better use than they 
did. Many of his hits were at­ 
tributed to superior speed but the 
explanation does not cause fielders 
to overhurry the way Cobb did. 
They did not upset infields the 
way Cobb did. 
In running bases, Cobb’s light­ 
ning brain worked faster than his 
legs. B ra n c h 'Rickey, who man­ 
aged the St. Louis Browns when 
Cobb was at the peak of his career, 
commented one day: 
“He has brains in his feet ” 
He continually crossed up in­ 
fielders. He would break unex-
